Constantinople,-September !!1.—An offi- 
cial dispatch . received here announces 
that the imperial troops recaptured Vas- 
iliko, on the Black sea, on Sunday last, 
after the insurgent force occupying the 
place had been attacked by 2,000 Turkish 
troops with two cannon. 

The release of Abdul Kader, the natu- 
realized citizen of the United States, from 
imprisonment at Tripoli, Syria, and the 
dismissal of Reshid Pasha, the vali of 
Beirut, are. taken to indicate that the 
granting of the other demands of Minister 
Leishman wil] not be long delayed. 

The American consul at Beirut reports 
that the situation there is improving, 
{hanks to the confidence inspired by 
Nazim Pasha, who has succeeded Reshid 
dina. 


Rumors of fresh outrages continye to 
reach Constantinople, but these reports 
are deliberately spread with the object 
of creating the impression that the ay 
ent situation at Beirut was provoked by 
the arriwal there of the United States 
warships. As a matter of fact, a dis- 
turbed state of affairs is chronic. at 
Beirut, Insecurity has prevailed there 
for months—practically throughout Re- 
shid Pasha'’s tenure of office. The pres- 
ent grand vizier six months ago asked 
the sultan to remove Reshid Pasha, but 
the latter’s supporters at the palace were 
too powerful. Reshid Pasha is alleged to 
have made a large fortune by corrupt 
ndministration. He owns extensive prop- 
erty in Cyprus. 

The Hamidijeh (Kurdish) cavalry regi- 
ment was cf Jed back as it was entrain- 
ing for Adt~anople.

FAMILIES CUT TO PIECES 

BY TURKISH SOLNIERS. 

Sofia, Bulgaria; September 1!.—The 
revolutionary headquarterg here has re- 
ceived from Burgas news of fearful 
atrocities committed by’ the Turkish an 
Albanian soldiers in the vilayet of Adrian- 
ople. A squadron 9@f Turkish cavairy 
intercepted and slaug a fugitives at- 
tempting to cross into Bulgaria. Sixty 
Bulgarians were killed within three kilo- 
meters of the frontier. The whole dis- 
trict of Losengrad is filled with Albanian 
troops, who are burning houses and _ kill- 
ing villagers. About 50 persons have 
been slain near the frontier, fifteen others 
in the village of Klua, twenty-two old 
people in the village of Evekleer, eigh- 


teen families at Taspeta and 20 families 


at Asmadgjik. Eighty families, fleeing 
from various villages toward the fron- 
tier, have been literally cut to pieces by 
Turkish soldiers during the last few days.

“Rev.” Sam Johnson Confesses To 
Robbery of the Misses Battle, * 
of Barnett—Gold Found in 
House—Invested Money 
in Real Estate.

The $15,000 robbery, in which Misses 
Battle, of Barnett, Warren county, lost 
a fortune they had hoarded up for years, 
had a sensational sequel tn Atlanta yes- 
terday about noon when two city detec- 
tives and a bicycle call officer arrested 
Rev. Bamuel Johnson. a negro preacher, 
and found $3,000 of the stolen gold se- 
creted in his house. 

Johnson had been living high in ths 
city, owning two residences and a stere. 
In his arrest not only has a fortune beén 
recovered, but the old, fable about the 
warming of a serpent has been: retold, 
as the Rev. Johnson was raised and well 
eared for by the two old maiden ladies 
whom he attacked and robbed. 

By his treachery to his benefactresges 
and his cowardly attack on them when 
they looked to him for protection, John- 
son secured $8,000 in oash and $7,000 in

He did not stop preaching, 
Sunéay he held services in of the 
negro churches in South Atlanta.

Machen, Beavers and Their 
Pals Have Again Been 
Indicted, 


GOVERNMENT ROBBED 
. THROUGH MANY YEARS 


Alleged That Conspiracy Was Form- 
ed and That on All Supplies for 
the Postal Department a 
Rake Off Went to In- 
dictea Men. 


Washington, September !!.—United 
States Attorney Beach today announced 
that the persons named in the seven in. 
dictments returned by the grand jury 
last Tuesday were: 

George W. Beavers, former chief of the 
division of salaries and allowances, post- 
Office. 

August W. Machen, former genera} su- 
perintendent of the free delivery system, 
postoffice department. 

James W. Erwin, former postoffice in- 
sr;ector with headquarters in San Fraa- 
cisco. 

George H. Huntington and Isaac 8S. Me- 
Giehan, both of New York city, owners 
of the Columbia Supply Company, of that 
city. 

Eugene D. Scheble, of Toledo Ohio, a 
dentist, and interested in the firm of@ay- 
berry & Ellis, of Detroit, Mich., letter box 
manufacturers. 

Beavers, Machen and Erwin are named 
Jointly in one indictment for conspiracy 
to defraud the United States. Another 
indictment is against McGiehan, Hunting- 
ton and Machen for conspiracy to defraud 
the United States. and stil] another Is 
against the same three conspiracies to 
commit bribery, both under section 5441. 
R. S. Scheble and McGiehan are Maicted 
jointly for conspiracy against the United 
States and again for conspiracy to commit 
bribery. Another indictment is against 
McGiehan for bribery and the last is 
against Machen singly for accepting brib- 
ery under section 550!, revised statutes. 

Graft on Letter Boxes. 

All the indictments are based on trans- 
actions relating to the supply of letter 
boxes and package boxes and devices. 
Some sensational] charges are made. The 
indictment against Beavers, Machen and 
Erwin alleges that the postal device and 
improvement company of San Francisco 
formerly the Montague Indicator and Let- 
ter Box Company, was composed almost 
entirely of western postal employees: that 
In 1889 it set aside 1,000 shares of stock 
for forwarding its interests, and that 
srmed with this authority its president, 
Danie] &. Richardson. and Inspector Er- 
Win came to Washington, saw Beavers, 
Machen, Heath and others and got an

The indictment says the company was 

Systematically relieved of its obligations 
in the way of paying freight, crating, 
painting and printing cards for the da- 
vices it was furnishing. The indictment 
charges that Beavers and Machen owned 
stock under assumed names. Most of the 
thousand shares of stock set aside, the 
indictment says, went ‘to different post- 
Office officials and again President Rich- 
ardson came to Washington and follow- 
ing an increase in the CSntract price he 
got for the company dividends were paid 
on the gtock. 
, McGiehan, principal owner of the Co- 
lumbia Supply Company, of New York, 
is charged with agreeing to pay Machen 
50 cents for each $1.25 paid on the pack- 
age box contract by the government. 
Specific payments to Machen are cited ip 
consideration of increased compensation 
and under the packaae box contract, os- 
tensibly for attaching a different support 
to the boxes. Scheble became interested 
in the firm, of which Mayor Mayberry, of 
Detroit, Mich., is a member and which 
furnished letter boxes to the government, 
and Schebel and Machen in a Joint in- 
dictment are alleged to have schemed to 
defraud the government by the supply of 
excessive quantities of boxes. The in- 
dictment says that Maybury and Ellis 
paid Schebel to the extent of the latter’s 
interest in the companv and that he in 
turn paid large sums to Machen. In seyv- 
enteen counts the indictment cites spe- 
cific payments to Machen by Schebel. 
The other indictments involve practically 
Similar transactions. Montague, whose 
name figures in the Montague Indicator 
Letter Kox Company, is postmaster of 
San Francisco. 

A number of postal cases are now pend- 
ing before the grand jury, which will re- 
sume its sessions here next Monday. 

The Official Statement. 

In addition to the facts stated the ofM- 
cial statement says: 

“The indictment against McGiehan, 
Huntington and Machen alleges that Mc- 
Giegan was the persen interested in the 
profits from certain contracts from the 
United States for furnishing package box- 
es from July }, 1893, fo June |, 1897. That 
in pursuance of a scheme to defraud the 
United States, Machen recommended to 
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ona as

contractor be Increased, in payment for 
attaching a different support to the boxes. 
This statement was put through and 
afterward, when Huntington became in- 
terested in the contracts with McGiegan, 
they continued to receive the extra com- 
pensation. The indictment is in ten counts, 
the first two counts charging the payment 
of $100 to Machen on September 11, 1900; 
the third and fourth counts alleging the 
payment of $250 on December 30, !900; 
the fifth and sixth counts the payment of 
$250 February 4, 1901; the seventh and 
eighth counts the payment of $350 March 
2, 1901; the ninth and tenth counts the 
payment of $225 on March 15, 1901. 

“The other indictment against McGie- 
gan, Huntington and Machen is in fif- 
teen counts, on the same facts-as set 
forth on the first indictment, these being 
conspiracy to bribe an officer of the Uni- 
ted States. : 

“The indictments against McGiegan and 
Huntington for bribery, allege that Ma- 
chen procured'the payment of $1.25 on 
tach of the package boxes, additional 
to the contractor, for the device which 
lifted them higher from the ground, when 
the sum paid for that attachment should 
not have exceeded 75 cents. McGliegan 
agreed to pay Machen 50 cents from each 
$1.25 with the concurrence of Huntington, 
who was then interested in the contracts 
with McGiegan as the Columbia Supply 
Company, fer his own personal use. 

Mayor Is Involved. 

“The indictment against Scheble and 
Machen alleges that Bugene D. Scheble, 
of Toledo, Ohio, became interested with 
the firm of Maybury & Ellis, of Detroit, 
of which town Maybury is the mayor, in 
securing contracts with the United States 
for furnishing letter boxes. That in pur- 
suance of their scheme to defraud the 
government Machen induced the depart- 
ment to Order large quantities of letter 
boxes for the rural] free delivery service; 
quantities for an excess of. what was 
needed or what could be used, and that 
Machen, in his official capacity, approved 
the bills for the same. Maybury & Ellis 
paid Scheble to the extent of his interest 
in the company and he in turn pald large 
sums to Machen. The indictment is in 
seventeen counts, the first three charging 
the payment by Scheble to Machen of 
$1,500 on September 12, 1900; the fourth 
count charging the ordering by Machen 
of six thousand letter boxes on Septem- 
ber 21, 1900: the fifth, sixth and seventh 
counts charging the payment to Machen 
of $50 on September 24, 1900. ‘The 
eighth, ninth and tenth counts charge 
the payment to Machen of $2,300 on No- 
vember 22, 1900; the eleventh count 
charging the payment to Machen of 
$1,159 in November 23, 1900; the twelfth 
and thirteenth and fourteenth counts 
charging the payment of $304 to Machen 
on February 11, 1901. The fifteenth, six- 
teenth and seventeenth counts charging 
the payment of $134 to Machen on June 
10, 1901. The other indictments against 
these defendants have the same number 
of counts, based on the same facts, the 
charge being conspiracy to bribe an offi- 
cer of the United States. 

Bench Warrant Out for Beavers. 

New York, September 1!.—George W. 
Beavers, the former head of the depart- 
ment of salaries and allowances in the 
postoffice department, was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Hitch- 


cock in the federal building today on a 
bench warrant issued in Washington, 
charging him with conspiracy to defraud 
the government. Beavers furnished a bond 
of $5.000 for his appearance on Septem- 
ber 25. Beavers was recently arraigned on 
the indictment returned by the federal 
grand jury in Brooklyn.

CALL THEM AGAIN 


Work at Fall River and New 
Bedford To Be Resumed 


Nearly Ten Thousand Cotton Mill 
Operatives Who Have Been Idle 
Long Time Will Go To 
Work Again Next 
Week. 


Boston, September !!.—Despite the con- 
tinued high selling price of raw cotton 
in the market, and the dullness in manu- 
factured cottons reported by the mercan- 
tile agencies, the industrial outlook in the 
textile center of New England seems to 
have distinctly improved since a week 
ago. Beginning Monday, Fall River will 
make a net gain of 1,000,000 spindles in 
operation, with a corresponding increase 
in hands employed, money put into the 
pockets of working men and raw material 
turned into finished products. More than 
that, it appears that the season of cur- 
tailment {is nearing an end in Fal] River, 
and that when the mills are to be idle 
next week start up again, it will be to run 
on the normal basis. New Bedford mills 
are again in receipt of sufficient orders 
to keep the plants in operation. These 
reports from the two cotton centers of 
southeastern Massachusetts are especially 
encouraging, since it {gs from this section 
that come also the most pessimistic re- 
ports. 

The northern New England cotton cen- 
ters seem confident and contented with 
their industrial prospects. Lowell has 
been running full since the strike and no 
sign of curtajlment {fs visible. The Nas- 
sau mills started this week, with raw cot- 
ton enough to carry them over till De- 
cember !, when thelr agents anticipate 
lower prices. There is no change in the 
Satisfactory situation at Manchester, 
where the mills have had little trouble. 
The Hamilton miljs at Amesbury 
have curtailed production to about 
one-half the normal output, but 
on the other hand, two Lewiston mills, 
which have been closed, have completed 
all arrangement to open again the first 
of next month, having been able to buy 
cotton at living prices. 

Ninety-four thousand more 
will work, $70,000 more will be paid out 
2,400 more bales of cotton will 
be tised and 126,000 more pieces of cloth 
Will be made at Fall River.

Georgia 


Stalks Brought to Albany with Fo- 
liage Entire:y Eaten Away, 
bacwing Ravages of Pest. 

Few Fields Free of 
Cater;iliars. 


Albany, Ga., September 1 1.—(Special.)— 
[here is not the least doubt that cater- 
pillar ravages in this whole section of 
the state are going to be responsible for 
a material reduction of the cotton yield 
for the season of 1903-4. 

Careful inquiry throighout this and add. 
joining counties, coupled with advices 
from all over southwest Geongia, indicate 
that the pest is steadily multiplying. 

During the last few days farmers have 
brought to Albany stalks of cotton that 
had been entirely ,denuded of foliage, 
leaving the unmatured bolls fully exposed 
to the sun. The chief damage is expect- 
ed to result a little later, when, after 
having stripped the plants of leaves, the 
eaterpillars will attack the tender husk 
which forms at the base Of young bolls 
and without which the bolls never ma- 
ture. 

One of the largest planters of Lee coun- 
ty, who was in Albany today, stated that 
fn the neighborheod in which his farms 
are located not a field has escaped the 
pest, and that within a month a cotton 
fields in which foliage remained would be 
rar¢. This does not, of course, take into 
account those fields where the ecaterpil- 
lars have ‘been ‘fought with poisonous 
compounds.

ES. IN MACON 


Pioneer Citizen Succumbs to 
Age and Disease, 


A Native of Connecticut, Mr. Barker 
Came to Macon and Grew Up 
with the City—He Was a 
Great Secret Order 
Man.

George R. Barker, a patriarch in the 
secret society orders of Macon and one 
of the oldest residents of the city, died 
at his home, 153 Magnolia street, shortly 
after 9 o'clock tonight. 

Mr, Barker was 89 years of age and 
Nearly seventy years of his lfe were 
passed here in the Central City of Geor. 
Sia. 

A native of Connecticut, where he was 
born in !8!4, he came to Georgia some 
time in the thirties, about the time he ate 
tained his majority. He manifested his 
faith in the future of the Central City 
by selecting it as the home for his life, 
In the days before the war of secession 
he was one of the most progressive and 
successful of Georgia's young business 
men. The war dissipated the competency 
he had acquired. After peace had beer 
restored he started life again and fer fer- 
ty years was in business in the same 
building on Cotton avenue, He was Ma- 
con's pioneer grocer and up te seven years 
ago was one of the leading members of 
that trade. It was about that time be 
ratired from business on account ef ad- 
vanced age, 

In all probability Mr. Barker was the 
Oldest Odd Felf&w in the state. It Was 
his devotion to secret societies which 
gave him a prominence in Macon, For 
over fifty years he was a member of the 
Masonic lodge and for an equal time was 
a Knight Templar. 

During the greater part of his secret 
society tife he was treasurer of the Odd 
Fellows lodge an@ of St. Omers com- 
mandery Knights of Pythias. He was 
a regular attendant upon all meetings 
of the different societies to which he be- 
longed until about three years ago when 
he fell down a stairway leading from one 
of his lodge rooms. 

In the fall one of his legs was broken 
and since his attendance upon his lodges 
has been somewhat irregular, 

A month ago Mr. Barker was forced 
to take his bed. He realized that the end 
Was approaching, and so informed his 
secret society friends. 

Tuesday night last a delegation of Odd 
Fellows visited his home, where Mr. Bar- 
ker, upon his death bed, was given the 
chevalier degree of that order, the high- 
est degree In Odd Fellowship, and one 
rarely conferred upon its members. 

Mr. Barker was throughout his 
life genial and pleasant and was a uni- 
versal favorite. He leaves two daugh- 
ters and one son. Chanceilor Walter B. 
Hill, of the’ state university. is a son in 
law of Mr. Barker, and has been in the 
city for three or four days at the bed- 
side. Dr. Smith, a prominent practitioner 
otf Hawkinsville; married the other daugh- 
ter, and he, too, was present tonight 
when the end came, His son, George M.

Now comes the Chicago department of 
health with an insidious suggestion that

With a great mass of speculation, 
rumor and gossip coming from corre- 
spondents of London, Paris and St. Pe- 
tersburg newspapers and designed, ap- 
parently, to give more or less politic 
color to the troubles in different parts 
of Turkey, it is well for Americans to 
Keep before them the admirably direct 
and succinct review of the situation at 
Beirut furnished by Admiral Cotton.

any protected part of the body. It 
may be liberally applied on- the 
hands and face or other exposed 
parts of the body, but should be 
kept out of the eyes. On, very hot 
days, or when perspiring freely tt 
causes aq slight burning sensation 
on the face.’’

The mos- 
quitoes of these latter days can almost 
blow smoke through their noses and they 
revel in a good cigar. 

“I have discovered one way to catch 
a mosquito,” said a man~ yesterday. 
‘When one of the beasts lights on. me 
and begins to eat I draw a long breath. 
That creates a suction through the pores 
of the skin and With the mosquito held 
fast to my arm or neck by this suction 
I nonchalantly smash him.

“Just let the mosquito sit on you and 
eat until] he jis full,” said he, ‘‘and then 
just as he flaps his wing and files lazily 
away he will draw back into his craw 
all the poison previously injected into 
your flesh.”’

if brought back to Georgia. This was 
the plea put up by counsel for Thomas. 

In concluding his letter Governor Bliss 
expresses the hope in a roundabout way 
that fio such fate will befall Thomas, 
but. that the negro will be dealt with 
according to. law. 

Thomas killed a whit#@# man named 
Jackson Kendrick in Augusta in a quar 
rel over a small indebtedness. He was 
located through a letter which he wrote 
to his brother after he had reached 
Michigan. 

Governor Bliss’ letter to Governor Ter- 
rell is as follows: 

“September 9, 1903.—Hon. J. M. Ter- 
rell, Governor of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.— 
My Dear Sir: Permit me to inform you 
that I have honored your requisition for 
the surrender of one Charles Thomas, a 
fugitive from the justice of Georgia. 


“At a hearing upon this matter vigor-

turn of the .prisoner to your jurisdiction. 
IT have the honor to remain, very respect- 
fully, A. T. BLISS, Governor.”

READY FORWORK 


Prince Arrived in City Yes- 
terday with Fast Riders 
in Tow. 


Jack Prince the cycle mogul, arrived in 
town yesterday afternoon. Along with him 
came Gussie Lawson, “The Terribie 
Swede,’’ and Jed Newkirk. Bennie Munroe 
had arrived before them and was in town 
early yesterday morning. Munroe is a lit- 
tle sore from his ride on last Monday, 
when he rode in two fifty mile races, and 
his trip south was very tiresome, but he 
is in good shape. 

This morning will see both Munfoe and 
Walthour at work. Lawson wiil 
pace Walthour in the race Monday night, 
while the same task will be handled for 
Bennie Munroe by Jed Newkirk. ‘There 
will be four motors to do pacing, accord- 
ing to Referee Castle, and in case of an

accident to elther machine another will be 


ready to be put on at once. This will do 
awaw with the delays experienced here 
last spring. 

Munroe says he is in the best con- 
dition possible, barring his saddle sore- 
ness from his long ride Monday, when he 
rode in all 97 miles and every mile under 
a 1:18 clip, going some of the miles as 
close as 1:08. He is a wonderful little 
rider. He is stockily built and as strong 
as a giant. Tom Eck, who at one time 
trained Munroe, offered to put him against 
any man in the world his size and weight 
in a series of lifting matches. He was 
dubbed by The New York World the 
strongest little man in the world. 

Munroe is a game rider. He is the same 
man who fell in a race in Baltimore last 
fall and crushed his skull in such a man- 
ner that the doctors had to take out a 
piece of the skull larger than a dollar. 
His wounds were such that the physicians 
at the Johns Hopkins infirmary in Balti- 
more said he could not live. When 
he began to recover the first thing Mun- 
roe asked his doctor was how soon could 
he commence to race again. The doctor 
told him never, but in two months he 
was in Atlanta and training again for 
the track. 

This year it is said that he has ridden 
faster and broken more records than any 
other rider in the racing game. He holds 
the one hour record from standing start, 
which is the only official record recognized 
by the National Cycling Association, cov- 
ering 49% miles in the hour. In this race 
he had to change wheels on account of 
puncture, so his records are much better 
than either Dangla, the Frenchman, who 
rode 50 miles in the hour, or Caldwell, as 
both of these rides were made with flying 
starts. 

Munroe is particularly anxious to win 
from Walthour, as the title of Dixie cham- 
pion is what he wants. He is a southern 
boy, his home being In Memphis, Tenn. 
He said yesterday “I want Memphis to 
win the base ball pennant and I want to 
carry back to Memphis the title of Dixie 
champion.”’ 

It promises to be a great race, and will 
be fought every inch. Tickets go on sale 
this morning at Folger Bros., 41 North 
Pryor street, at 9 o'clock.

‘The Brown cotton corner,” says a New 
Orieahs mah, “is taking a great deal of 
queer cotton to New Orleans.” The stapie 
has become so valuable that the owners 
of cotton gins are scraping the floors, and 
have made up seWVeral bales of waste cot- 
ton. Perhaps the rsost extraorditary bale, 
however, is one that arrived there from 
Georgia. It was of the crop of 1872, and 
is consequently thirty-one years old. Its 
owner held out for 16 cents “that year. 
but when the market broke and cotton 
went down ke swore he would never sell 
it for less than 16 cents. 

“When cotton went up to 14 cents in 
New Orleans he shipped it there, to be 
ready for the 16 cénts he pledged himself 
to. with orders to his agent to sell when- 
ever that figure was reaehed. The cotton 
has been stored in one room for thirty- 
one years, and js thoroughly dried out. It 
lost fifty pounds in the process, Experts 
declare the staple to be as good as ever.
